fign the Preliminaries ¢ and Rumour begins 
to aét its Part in every Place, from the 
publick Talk at Brujels and the Hague, it 
flies to Exchange-Alley, and our Stock-job- 
bers, who are all High-Flyers by Occupa- 
tion, raife the Stocks immediately, 4, §, 


and 6 per Cent. becaule they will have it, 
that the French will fign the Preliminaries. 
The Noife of Peace drowns all Manner 
of Relation of Fa@—— Infinite Suggefti- 
ons fill your Difcourfess; The Bleétor of 
Bavaria’s taking a Compliment for Liberty 
to hunt—muft be an Intrigue, and his 
Game is a more private Negotiation; to 
day Monfieur Torcy is in the French Camp 
Incognito, to morrow he is at Valencicnnes ¢ 
one while he has fent to’ the States Field- 
Deputies to demand a Treaty, then for @ 
Pafs to tke Hague, and the like 
One Word of all which is not true, nor 
any Ground for the Suggeftion of it—that, 
I prefume to fay, may be depended upon. . 
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That the French would gladly make a 
Peace, and that upon any tolerable Terms, 
Spain being left uncertain, I make no que- 

ion of—That the Miferies of their Coun- 
try, the Difcontents of their, People, and 
the Diforder of their Finances, prefs them 
very hard to a Peace, is out of Doubt—— 
But they cannot perfwade themfelves to 
part with Spain, whereupon the prefent 
‘War is contiou’d. 

I fhall be far from Ieffening the Advan- 
tages we have over the Enemy, in Num- 
bers, in Courage, and in the Pofture of the’ 
War}; but give me Leave to fay, did not 
their Money failthem, and Famine pinch 
them 3 ’tis not afl we have hitherto done, 
would bring them to fign thefe Prelimina- 
ries—They would let youknock your Men 
on the ‘Head agaiaft Stone-Walls, they 
would cover their Towns with their Ar- 
mies, and their Armies with their Towns, 
and hold you out thefe feven Years fil— 
But the Sinews failthem, and the Body, 
Janguifhing like a Human Body, that is, 
bleeding to Death, the Eyes dazzle, the 
Countenance falls, thé Head finks into the 
Breaft, and all the Powers of the Body are 
gradually enervated. ' 

Now, to. confider France in its prefent 
Pofture, fome probable Guetles may be 
made at the prefent Viewof their Affairs, 
and what they aim at ; bywhich may be feen, 
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in fome Degree, the true Reafons of the — 
War, and probable Gueffes may be made,

That we may no more amufe our fives 
with Rumours and Reports, the Baftards 
of Excbahge- Alley’s Vice, and the Mines

To amufe our People with the Views of 
Peace, and the French applying to us for 
Peace, when they really make no Motion 
that Way, is but to tel) the French, what is 
apparently falfe in Faét, that we ftand in as 
much Need of it as they —— re is no 
doubt we all ftand in Need of Peace, but 
not to fuch Extremity as the Enemy 
And to thofe that cry out our Funds are all 
exbaufted, our Taxes all mortgag’d, and 
that no new Springs are to be found out to 
carry on the Ware—=« [ fay nothing but 
this, Ni/ defperandum, have Patience, you 
have found no Want yet, no Deficiency, no 
Fund offer’d that. does not fil, no Loan 
afk’d whofe Condizions are doubtful, or 
whofe Supply has been deficient 
And perhaps we are not fo near being ex- 
haufted, as fome People may imagine. 

I thall take a fummary View of the pre- 
fent Poftire of Affairs, as to Peace andWar, 
in my next.
